Electric  bills  may  rise 

UP&L  seeks  hike  to  transmit  Provo  power

Frovo  residents  may  be  paying  more  to 
light  their  homes  if  a  rate  hike  isapproved 
to  transmit  power  from  Emery  County  to 
Provo,  said  a  Provo  City  Power 
spokesman. 

Utah  Power  &  Light  Co.  has  filed  for  a 
$9  million  rate  increase  with  the  federal 

Eimment,  which  could  raise  electric 
in  Provo. 

“It  would  not  result  in  an  immediate 
increase,  but  it  would  work  into  the  bills 
gradually,”  said  Bud  Bonnett,  spokesman 

for  the  Provo  plant. 

Bonnett  said  if  the  Federal  Energy 
Regulatory  Commission  approved  the  re¬ 
quest  without  any.  revision,  it  could  cost 
the  local  plant  an  additional  $12,000  a 
month  to  deliver  power,  from  the  Emery 
Plant  to  Provo. 

“The  city  owns  a  portion  of  the  power 


plant  in  Emery,"  said  Bonnet.  “UP&L  is 
the  only  one  that  has  the  capability  to 
transmit  that  power  to  Provo.  We  pav  for 
that  transmission." 

Dave  Mead,  spokesman  for  UP&L, 
paid,  “We're  asking  for  the  first  increase  in 
about  22  years  in  the  rate  we  charge  to 

transmit  power  from  federal  power  pro¬ 
jects  like  dams  to  36  cities  ana  rural  elec¬ 
tric  co-ops.” 

UP&L  filed  for  the  rate  hike  in  August 
with  the  FERC.  Mead  said  the  rate  in¬ 
crease  could  go  into  effect  as  early  as  late 
October  for  Provo. 

Even  though  Provo  has  contracted  with 
UP&L  to  transmit  power  from  Emery, 
UP&L  does  not  service  Provo  for  its  elec¬ 
trical  needs.  Therefore,  the  city  wiil  not  be 
affected  by  UP&L's  recent  increase  in  re¬ 
tail  rates.  The  Utah  Public  Service  Com¬ 
mission  granted  UP&L  a  $24  million 
general  rate  increase  last  month. 

The  $24  million  hike  is  in  addition  to  a 


$33  million  rate  increase  granted  to  U  P&  L 
last  May.  The  total  hike  of  $57  million 
means  a  $4.15  monthly  boost  to  the  aver¬ 
age  UP&L  customer's  electric  bill. 

Provo  residents  will  not  be  subject  to 
the  UP&L’s  rale  increase  because  Provo 
City  Power  operates  independently  of 
UP&L.  “Provo  is  not  a  wholesale  custom¬ 
er  of  UP&L,"  said  Bonnett. 

Bonnett  said  the  city’s  plant  has  offered 

a  savings  over  the  years  because  Provo 
City  Power  rates  have  been  historically 
lower  than  UP&L.  Without  the  45-year- 
old  Provo  system,  electric  power  would 
have  been  higher,  he  said. 

In  addition  to  the  inherent  savings  resi¬ 
dents  receive  from  Provo  City  Power, 

Provo  residents  can  lower  their  electric 
bills  by  simply  tumingoff  a  light  when  it  is 
not  being  used,  said  Bonnett.  “Most  can 
save  by  turning  off  lights  when  a  room  is 
not  being  occupied,”  nc  said. 


ASBYU  campaigning  revised

ASBYU  elections  by-laws  are  being  re¬ 
written  to  prevent  abuses  that  have 
tainted  previous  campaigns,  according  to 
Randy  Neal,  chairman  of  the  elections 
committee. 

Most  previous  violations  have  been  in 

the  ureas  of  early  campaigning  and  finan¬ 
cial  expenditures,  Ne.nl  said.  Under  the 
present  by-laws,  presidential  candidates 
are  limited  to  an  expenditure  of  $700, 
while  the  vice  presidential  hopefuls  are 
limited  to  $550. 


However,  the  actual,  unofficial  expendi¬ 
tures  may  be  as  much  as  10  times  higher. 

“I  don't  think  we’ve  had  a  winning  pres¬ 
idential  candidate  in  the  last  five  years 
who  has  spent  less  than  $2,000  to  $3,000  on 
his  campaign,"  Neal  said.  “We've  created 
an  atmosphere  that  forces  them  to  do  that 
if  they  expect  to  win  the  elections." 

He  said  some  candidates  have  been 
known  to  unofficially  spend  as  much  as 
$7,000  on  an  election.

Court  lifts  probation  for  sky-divers, 
rules  officers'  actions  within  limits

The  ASBYU  Supreme  Court  ruled 
4-0  Thursday  night  that  Organiza¬ 
tions  Vice  President  Greg  Pyper  and 
Attorney  General  Mark  Asplund  did 
not  exceed  constitutional  limitations 
on  their  authority  in  their  handling  of 
Y-Fall  sky-diving  club  case. 

In  the  same  decision,  the  court 
voted  3-1  to  lift  the  probation  Pyper 
imposed  on  the  club  Sept.  21,  saying 
he  “did  not  follow  proper  procedures1, 
in  his  handling  of  the  matter. 

Assistant  Justice  James  Van  Leiah- 
out  said  Monday  that  the  court’s  deci¬ 
sion  included  four  rulings:  Pyper  has 
the  authority  to  impose  probation  on 
clubs:  Pyper  has  the  authority  to 
establish  a  safety  review  board;  Pyp¬ 
er  should  have  dealt  with  the  club 
through  established  means;  and  the 


club  be  taken  off  probation. 

In  a  pre-trial  hearing  Wednesday, 

both  parties  agreed  to  drop  a  clause 

from  the  original  complaint  that 
asked  the  court  to  rule  that  Pyper's 
and  Asplund's  actions  were  grounds 
for  their  impeachment. 

Van  Leishout  said  the  court  agreed 
with  Asplund's  interpretation  of 
ASBYU  by-laws.  Asplund  had  said 

the  Organize tions  Office  vice  presi¬ 
dent's  power  to  regulate  clubs  in¬ 
cluded  an  “implied  power"  to  impose 
probation.  The  court  also  ruled  that 
the  authority  to  form  the  review 
board  was  included  in  that  power, 
said  Van  Leishout. 

The  court’s  ruling  that  Pyper 
should  have  taken  the  club  to  viola¬ 
tions  court  rather  than  put  it  on  prob¬ 
ation  himself  was  based  on  a  point  of 
law,  Baid  Van  Leishout.  Pyper’s  “ex¬ 
pressed"  constitutional  powers  “su¬ 
perceded  his  implied  powers." 


The  court  attached  three  conditions 
to  the  lifting  of  Y-Fall’s  probation. 

The  decision  stipulated  that  the  mem¬ 
bers  ofY-Fall  not  jump  as  a  club,  not 
advertise  they  jump  as  a  club,  and 
rewrite  their  constitution  to  prohibit 
members  from  jumping  as  a  club. 

During  the  six-hour  court  trial, 
four  witnesses  testified  before  the 
court  concerning  several  aspects  of 
the  case.  ASBYU  President  Rob  Mil¬ 
ler  testified  he  believed  he  was  oper¬ 
ating  within  his  constitutional  author¬ 
ity  when  he  wrote  a  memo  to  Asplund 
empowering  him  to  begin  an  inves¬ 
tigation  into  Y-Fall's  on-campus  acti¬ 
vities. 

Miller  stated  he  was  concerned 
with  questions  of  safety  and  liability 
brought  up  by  a  June  16  sky-diving 
accident. 

Asplund  testified  that  he  examined 
the  club  under  Miller’s  suggestion  and 
found  no  violation,  but  said  that  a  de¬ 


finite  safety  question  existed.  His  in¬ 
vestigation  did  not  indicate  that  Y- 

Fall’s  alleged  violations  warranted 
convening  the  Organizations  Viola¬ 
tion,  Court,  he  said. 

In  his  testimony,  Pyper  defended 
his  actions  as  being  within  his  consti¬ 
tutionally  allowed  power.  He  said  he 
questioned  several  advisers  on  the 
matter  and  believed  putting  the  club 
on  probation  was  within  his  express¬ 
ed  powers. 

The  decision  is  unlikely  to  affect  the 
club's  activities.  In  a  Sept.  20  inter¬ 
view,  Y-Fall  President  Clint  Hepner 
said  club  members  jump  “on  their 
own.”  Hepner  said  the  club  never 
planned  any  organized  trips  except 
for  the  Collegiate  Nationals  Competi¬ 
tion.

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Nielson  is  relaxed,  confident

A  sense  of  self-confidence  and  re¬ 
laxation  Dows  throughout  the  Provo 
office  of  3rd  District  Congressman 
Howard  Nielson  as  he  gears  up  to 
campaign  for  a  second  term  in  the 
U.b.  House  of  Representatives. 

But  the  candidate  and  his  campaign 
workers  are  careful  not  to  appear 
overconfident  as  the  November  elec¬ 
tion  approaches.  Comfortably  leading 
is  the  position  they  want  to  retain. 

A  recent  Deseret  News  poll 
showed  Nielson  with  58  percent  of  the 
vote  while  Bruce  Baird ,  the  Democra- 
tic  opponent,  has  13  percent. 

Nielson  said  that  strong  lead  has 
affpeted  hl«  attitude.  “It  made  it  so  I 
felt  like  I  could  take  a  vacation  to 
Alaska  like  I  did,  which  1  otherwise 
would  not  have  taken." 

The  Repubican  congressman  said 
he  is  running  his  campaign  as  if  he 
were  only  a  few  points  ahead  in  the 
polls,  however.  Campaign  organizers 
plan  to  uso  billboards,  newspaper 
ads,  brochures  and  radio  ads  to  catch 
voter  attention. 

"Our  campaign  will  run  approx¬ 
imately  $100,000  in  cost,  which  is  ab¬ 
out  half  what  our  normal  campaign 
costs,”  he  said.  "In  that  sense  wc  are 
being  a  little  restrained.” 

One  reason  the  congressman  is  sav¬ 
ing  money  on  this  campaign  is  that  his 
wife,  Julie,  is  acting  as  his  campaign 
manager,  and  she  is  not  being  paid, 
Nielson  said.

"I  was  a  little  annoyed  with  that 
comment  since  1  picked  her  because  1 
thought  she  could  do  the  job.

Nielson's  first  asset  is  that  he  is  a 
Republican  running  in  a  predomi¬ 
nantly  Republican  district,  he  said. 
Second,  President  Reagan  is  popular 
in  this  area,  which  will  have  a  coattail 
effect  for  Republican  candidates. 

The  final  reason  has  to  do  with 
Baird,  Nielson  said.  “My  opponent 
has  no  experience,  no  real  qualifica¬ 
tions  for  the  job.  I  think  he  has  come 
off  very  nasty,  and  he  has  hurt  him¬ 
self." 

Nielson  said  a  good  example  of  the 
way  Baird  has  hurt  himself  is  the 
AFL/CIO's  non-endorsement  ofa  3rd 
district  candidate.  "The  AFL/CIO  is 
usually  fertile  ground  for  a  Democrat 
challenger."

Surgical  method 
reduces  pain , 
time  for  healing

Knee  injuries  are  often  painful  and 
used  to  take  months  to  heal,  but 
through  athroscopic  surgery,  doctors 
can  now  look  directly  inside  the  knee 
to  find  out  what  is  wrong. 

According  to  Steve  Nelson,  assis¬ 
tant  to  Dr.  Brent  Pratley,  a  physician 
is  able  to  use  a  12-lnch  scope  inserted 
into  a  patient's  knee  through  a  half- 
inch-wide  incision  to  discover  what  is 
causing  pain. 

me  doctor  looks  into  the  eyepiece 

and  is  able  to  see  inside  the  knee,” 
Nelson  said. 

Two  incisions  are  made  in  the  knee 
for  each  area  the  doctor  will  view. 
“One  is  made  in  the  front  where  the 
scope  is  inserted.  A  saline  solution  is 
constantly  flowing  through  the  knee 
and  out  the  second  incision  at  the  top 
through  a  tube,"  he  said. 

The  surgery,  which  takes  on  an 
average  of  15  to  45  minutes,  becomes 
exploratory  since  the  doctor  searches 
to  find  out  what  is  wrong. 

“If  he  discovers  some  tom  cartilage 
which  needs  to  be  removed,  he  can 
use  an  instrument  to  bite  it  out,"  Nel¬ 
son  said. 

“Once  cartilage  is  removed,  it  can¬ 
not  be  replaced.  They  haven't  disco¬ 
vered  a  material  which  the  body  will 
not  reject.  They're  working  on  that, 
though.” 

Doctors  have  the  option  of  having 
the  operation  projected  onto  a  televi¬ 
sion  screen  to  allow  those  in  the  oper¬ 
ating  room  to  see  the  procedure. 
“However,  this  does  slow  the  doctor 
down,”  explained  Nelson. 

“The  recovery  time  and  amount  of 
pain  varies  with  each  patient,  de¬ 
pending  upon  the  extent  of  work  done 
and  their  pain  threshold,"  said  Terry

A  federally  funded  preschool  prog¬ 
ram  at  BYu  provides  benefits  not 
only  for  the  preschool  child,  but  for 
the  whole  family. 

The  Head  Start  program ,  located  in 
the  Smith  Family  Living  Center,  pro¬ 
vides  low-income  families  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  send  their  4-year-old  chil¬ 
dren  to  a  preschool,  according  to 
Ruby  Anderson,  director  of  the 
program. 

The  program  involves  the  entire 
family.  “We  work  for  the  entire  fami¬ 
ly  and  not  just  for  the  Head  Start 
child,”  Anderson  said. 

Some  80  children  are  involved  in 
the  Head  Start  program  at  BYU,  and 
they  attend  preschool  three  times  a 
week  for  three  hours  a  day.  The  other 
two  weekdays  are  used  for  personal 
visits  from  the  teacher  to  the  child’s 
home. 

“The  teachers  go  into  the  homes 
twice  a  month,  visit  with  the  parents 
and  talk  about  concerns  they  have 
either  for  their  child  (in  Head  Start) 
or  for  any  other  family  member, ” 
Anderson  said. 

Head  Start  also  provides  parents 
with  classes  and  organizations. 
Opportunities  are  given  to  parents  to 
develop  leadership  abilities  and  to 
continue  their  education. 

Busing  is  provided  for  the  children 
to  the  preschool  and  back. 

"Something  that  is  unique  about 
Head  Start  is  that  it  ia  the  only  federal 
program  that  allows  parents  to  be 
policymakers,"  Anderson  said. 

While  several  government  orga¬ 
nizations  allow  parents  to  be  advis¬ 
ers.  in  Head  Start  “policy  decisions, 
budget  decisions,  hiring  and  firing  de¬ 
cisions  all  come  under  the  parents," 
Anderson  said.

College  instructor  sees  need 
for  better  geography  training 


INDIANAPOLIS  (UPI)  -  When  a  class  of 
freshmen  women  at  St.  Mary-of-the-Woods  Col¬ 
lege  was  asked  where  London  was.  65  percent  of 
them  didn’t  know.  On  a  blank  map,  one  placed  it  in 
Scotland  and  another  put  it  in  the  middle  of  the 
Soviet  Union. 

Ninety-nine  percent  of  the  students  couldn't  pick 
out  Vietnam,  75  percent  couldn’t  find  Moscow, 
more  than  50  percent  missed  Chicago  and  about  9 
percent  couldn't  even  locate  Mexico. 

Dorothy  Drummond,  a  geography  instructor  at 
the  college  since  168,  was  not  surprised. 

“If  this  test  was  given  to  any  group  of  incoming 
freshmen,  they  would  have  performed  about  the 
same,"  she  said,  adding  that  the  students  in  her 
class  represent  a  cross-section  of  high  schools  from 
around  the  county. 

Drummund,  in  a  telephone  interview  from  her 
office  at  the  women's  liberal  arts  college  near  Terre 
Haute,  said  geography  “isn't  even  offered  in  most 
high  schools.  Most  of  these  kids  haven't  had  any 
course  in  this  since  the  6th  grade,  when  it  is  taught 
as  one  of  the  social  sciences.” 

Europeans,  on  the  other  hand,  know  their 
geography  better,  because  that  subject  is  stressed 
in  schools  abroad,  including  Canada,  she  said. 

Drummond  is  out  to  improve  America's  know¬ 
ledge  of  geography.  As,  g"  bqarrj  member  of  the 

National  Council  for  Geographic  Education,  sh'e 
and  other  geographers  are  involved  in  a  year-long 
project  aimed  at  developing  courses  that  will  help

One  way  to  save  on  the  food  budget  is  to  shop  the 
warehouse  stores  popping  up  across  the  country. 
No  frills  means  fewer  bucks  —  but  it  also  means 
that  shoppers  have  to  bag  their  own  purchases  at 
the  checkout  line. 

An  amateur  packing  job  can  mean  lost  savings 
due  to  squashed  produce,  spilled  bleach  or  crushed 
boxes.  Here  are  some  tips  from  the  American  Pap¬ 
er  Institute  on  how  to  get  all  of  the  groceries  home 


average  shopper,  however,  cannot.  Be  aware  of 
how  much  you  can  carry  comfortably,  being  careful 
not  to  overload. 

SET  UP  THE  SACKS:  To  pack  faster,  try  set¬ 
ting  up  two  or  three  sacks  at  once. 

BUlLD  A  FIRM  FOUNDATION:  A  stable  bag 
of  groceries  needs  a  solid  base.  Place  canned  goods 

or  other  heavy  items  into  the  bag  first.  Save  enough 

of  your  heavy  weights  to  anchor  all  of  the  bundles. 

SQUARE  THE  BAG:  Next,  pack  cereal  boxes 
and  other  boxed  items  along  the  sides  to  create  a 
frame  within  the  sack.  With  their  square  edges  and 
fiat  surfaces,  the  cartons  reinforce  the  walls  of  the 
sack. 

FILL  IT  UP:  Now  place  bottled  items  in  the 
since  in  the  middle  of  the  bag.  The  boxes  around 
the  sides  will  cushion  bottles  to  prevent  breakage. 

TOP  IT  OFF:  Eggs,  bread  and  other  more  fragile 
puchases  should  be  packed  on  top,  not  only  to  avoid 
crushing  but  also  to  enable  you  to  see  them  easily 

when  unpacking. 

SLIP  IN  SMALL  FRY:  Use  smaller  items  as 
fillers,  slipping  them  in  after  the  large  merchandise 
Is  properly  packed.  If  there  are  few  empty  spaces, 
there  is  little  chance  of  the  load  shifting  during 


"We  hope  topromote  the  idea  of  leaminggeogra- 
phy  by  pointing  out  the  deficiencies  and  offering 
courses  and  standardized  tests,"  she  said.

Drummond,  who  earned  a  bachelor's  degree 
from  Valparaiso  University  and  a  master's  degree 
from  Northwestern  University,  said  the  world

phy.  We  want  to  give  students  a  framework  for 
thinking  of  the  world." 

She  starts  out  each  global  awareness  course  with 
an  ungraded  pop  quiz,  giving  students  a  list  of  20 
important  cities  or  countries,  and  asking  students 
to  place  a  dot  indicating  each  on  a  blank  map. 

"If  Chicago  isn't  placed  on  Lake  Michigan  and  it's 
100  miles  away,  that's  a  major  mistake,  she  said. 

A  quiz  of  the  course  is  given  each  week,  as  stu¬ 
dents  become  more  proficient  at  spotting  locations. 

“When  they  get  out  of  my  class,”  Drummond 
said,  "they're  going  to  be  diCerent  people  for  the 
rest  of  their  lives. 

"The  point  of  my  teaching  is  that  I  really  want  the 
students  to  equip  themselves  with  a  mental  map. 
So  if  the  subject  of  Iran  comes  up  in  the  news,  thev 
know  exactly  where  it  is,  they  know  its  relationship 
to  other  countries,  and  perhaps  a  little  about  the 
country." 


STOPODOR  EXCHANGE:  The  strong  odors  of 
fish,  cheese,  onions  and  soap  can  alter  the  smell  and 
taste  of  butter,  eggs,  meat  and  other  fresh  foods.

TAG,  DONT  BAG:  Some  general  merchandise 
and  other  items  may  be  too  large  to  fit  in  a  sack 
Others,  such  as  super  jumbo  detergent  boxes,  may 
be  too  heavy.

From  the  beginning  of  settlement  in  the 
far  west,  controversies  over  the  use  of  water 
have  been  of  extreme  importance.  The  interstate 
considerations  in  the  use  of  underground  water 
are  a  source  of  political  controversy.  We  have 

some  court  decisions  from  the  past  two  years,  but  no  major  aquifer  has  been 
the  subject  of  an  interstate  compact. 

In  the  arid  west,  the  underground  basins  are  a  major  source  of  water. 
About  thirty  percent  of  the  groundwater  used  for  irrigation  in  the  United  States 
comes  from  one  aquifer  —  the  Ogallala.  Since  irrigation  began,  the  water  levels 
have  declined  as  much  as  200  feet  and  the  water  stored  has  decreased  by 
166,000,000  acre  feet.  In  the  process,  the  states  have  become  more 
possessive  of  the  water  underlying  their  territories.  Thus,  the  potential  conflict 
over  ground  water  resources  is  increasing. 

Moreover,  the  experience  of  the  Ogallala  Aquifer  is 
being  repeated  everywhere  in  the  West  and  in  other  parts 
of  the  world.

NEW  YORK  (UPI)  —  Tho  BYU  football  team 
climbed  back  into  the  top  five  of  the  latest  United 
Press  International  Board  of  Coaches  ratings  fol¬ 
lowing  a  52-9  thrashing  of  Colorado  State. 

The  Cougars  were  ranked  fourth  three  weeks 
ago.  but  slipped  all  the  way  to  ninth  after  a  narrow 
18-13.victory  over  the  Hawaii  Rainbow  Warriors. 

The  game  between  Texas  and  Oklahoma  at  Dal¬ 
las  on  Saturday  will  pit  the  top  two  college  football 
teams  in  the  nation.  It  will  be  the  first  time  the  two 
top-ranked  teams  have  met  since  the  Jan.  1.  1383 
Sugar  Bowl  between  No.  1  Georgia  and  No.  2  Penn 
State. 

Texas  held  onto  its  No._  1  rating  Monday  for  the 
second  week  after  trouncing  Rice  38-13.  The  Lon¬ 
ghorns  received  34  of  39  first-place  votes  and  579 
points. 

Oklahoma  was  idle  last  week,  but  moved  from 
third  to  second  after  previously  second-ranked 
Ohio  State  was  upset  by  Purdue.  Oklahoma  re¬ 
ceived  one  first-place  vote  and  518  points. 

“(Oklahoma)  means  a  lot,"  Texas  tailback  Terry 
Orr  said.  "They're  our  next  opponent,  and  that'B 
always  the  most  important.  But  No.  1  against 
No.  2  .  . .  it’ll  be  the  biggest  game  of  everyone's 
career." 

No.  3  Washington  and  No.  4  Boston  College  also 
received  first-place  votes.  Washington  moved  up 
from  fourth,  getting  three  votes  for  No.  1  and  487 
points.  Boston  College,  fifth  last  week,  got  the 
other  first-place  vote  and  459  points.  BYU  rounds 
out  the  top  five  with  429  points. 

Total  points  are  based  on  15  for  first  place,  14  for 
second,  etc. 

Nebraska,  which  was  ranked  first  until  losing  to 
Syracuse  a  week  ago,  climbed  three  places  to  sixth 
this  week  after  knocking  off  Oklahoma  State  17-3. 
Idle  Southern  Methodist  jumped  three  spots  to 
seventh,  followed  by  No.  8  Florida  State,  No.  9 
Ohio  State  and  No.  10  Louisiana  State. 

Florida  State  dropped  one  place  after  a  17-17  tie 
with  Memphis  State,  Ohio  State  fell  seven  places 
and  idle  LsU  jumped  three  spots. 

Completing  the  Top  20  are  No.  11  Miami,  No.  12 
Penn  State,  No.  13  Oklahoma  State,  No.  14  South 
Carolina,  No.  15  Georgia,  No.  16  Aubum,  No.  17 
Purdue,  No.  18  Florida,  No.  19  Iowa  and  No.  20 
Kentucky. 

Purdue  and  Kentucky  are  making  their  first 
appearances  in  the  Top  20  this  year.  Florida  was 
ranked  18th  in  pre-season  but  dropped  out  after 
losing  its  opener  to  Miami  and  did  not  return  until  a 

16-0  win  over  Syracuse  on  Saturday.

$4  million  antitrust  suit 
against  publishing  firm 


SLC  teen  gets  help  on  appeal 
in  rollercoaster  accident  suit 

Former  Lagoon  employee  seeks  $10  million  damages 


SAI.T  LAKE  CITY  (UPI)  —  A 
Bountiful  newspaper  has  filed  a  $4 
million  suit  in  federal  court  against 
the  Standard-Examiner  Publishing 
Co.,  alleging  violation  of  the  Sherman 
Antitrust  Act  and  the  Utah  Antitrust 
Act. 

The  Clipper  Publishing  Co.  Inc., 
alleges  the  Lakeside  Review,  a  week¬ 
ly  subsidiary  of  the  Standard- 
Examiner,  has  “kept  iti  prices  at  an 
unconscionably  ana  precatorily  low 
levels  since  the  inception  of  that  pub¬ 
lication." 

The  Clipper  claims  its  circulation 


has  dropped  from  about  40,000  in  1980 
to  40,000  currently  and  has  suffered 
substantial  loss  of  advertising  and 
subscription  revenues  as  a  result  cf 
the  Lakeside  Review's  practices. 

If  the  situation  continues,  the  suit 

alleged  Wednesday,  the  Bountiful 
companywill  no  longerbe  able  to  pub-  ’ 
lish  the  Davis  Reflex  Journal  and  the 
North  Davis  I-eadt. .  which  are  distri¬ 
buted  in  northern  Davis  County.  The 
firm  also  publishes  the  Davis  County 
Clipper  and  the  South  Davis  Adver¬ 
tiser. 

Clipper  Publishing  faces  the  ulti- 


Blaine  V.  Glasmann  Jr.,  corporate 
secretary  of  the  Standard  Corp.,  said 
he  would  reserve  comment  on  the 
case  until  he  reviewed  the  legal  docu¬ 
ments. 

Clipper  Publishing  has  asked  for  a 
preliminary  injunction  and  a  tempor¬ 
ary  restraining  order  to  prevent  the 
Lakeside  Review  from  engaging  in 
the  alleged  practices.  Federal  Judge 
Aldon  Anderson  has  scheduled  a  Nov. 

7  hearing  in  The  case. 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (UPI)  — 
Shauna  Bingham,  the  Clearfield 
teenager  who  sued  Lagoon  Corp. 
over  the  loss  of  an  arm  ir.  a  June  1983 
rollercoaster  accident,  will  be  getting 
some  high-powered  legal  help  in  her 
appeal  to  tne  Utah  Supreme  Court. 

Melvin  Belli  of  San  Francisco  has 
asked  the  justices  for  permission  to 
file  a  friend-of-the-court  brief  in  be¬ 
half  of  Bingham,  said  Bingham's 
attorney.  Merlin  Calver  of  Ogden. 

Calver  called  Belli  “one  of  the  five 

or  six  major  attorneys  in  the  United 

States." 

Bingham  was  a  Lagoon  employee 
at  the  time  of  the  accident.  She  lost 
her  left  arm  when  struck  by  the  Col- 


lossus  ride,  a  double-loop  rollercoas¬ 
ter  at  The  Farmington  amusement 
park. 

Her  *10  million  suit  against  the 
company  was  dismissed  in  April  in 
2nd  District  Court.  Judge  Douglas 
Comaby  ruled  state  workmen's  com¬ 
pensation  is  the  only  remedy  to  which 
she  is  entitled  under  the  law. 


In  appealing  the  dismissal  to  the 
state's  high  court,  Calver  is  arguing 
his  client  was  working  in  a  hazardous 
situation  and,  as  a  17-year-old  minor, 
was  illegally  employed. 

Belli's  attention  was  drawn  be¬ 
cause  cases  involving  employment  of 
minors  are  “one  of  nis  specialties," 
Calver  said  Wednesday.
